AN ACT to provide for the payment of licenses 
by street railway companies within this state. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in 
senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Every person, company or corpo-
ration within this state, engaged in the opera-
tion, management and maintenance of a street 
railway, whether operated by animal or other 
power, shall pay as hereinafter provided an an-
nual license fee. 

SECTION 2. It shall be the duty of the secre-
tary of every company or corporation referred 
to in section 1, of this act, and of every person 
operating or maintaining a street railway, to 
file on the first day of December of each year, 
with the treasurer of the city or village from 
and through which its franchise is derived, a 
true and correct statement of the gross re-
ceipts of said street railway company, derived 
or accruing from the maintenance and opera-
tion of a street railway during the preceding
